One thousand dol- 
lars of the money has been recovered. 
Ferrel says that he 
was about to 


marry n young woman 
an<% needed 


the money very badly, as he was out of 
work. 
Being well acquainted with 


Lane, he took the latter's train two or 
three stations out from Columbus, tell- 
ing Lane that he was hard up and want- 
ed a ride. Lane promptly consented 
that he should stay in the car, so he 
seated himself in a chair in one end 
and chatted with Lane for quite a dis- 
tance. Finally, he nerved himself up 
for the desperate deed that ho had in 
his mind, and when the messenger'a 
bauk was turned, fired three or four 
shots into him. Lane rolled on to the 
floor and Ferrel emptied two or three 
more bullets into his body as he lay 
there. Then he took the keys of tha 
safe, unlocked it and rillod it of all tho 
money, registered packages and other 
valuables that he could find and put the 
booty into bis sachcl. At the next stop, 
he left the train ami went to a hotel, 
where he stayed all night. He hid the 
revolver, which was Lane's, under the 
rnattiesa of Lid bed. 
Early in the 


morning, he lett the hotel and rode on 
a tram to the home of the girl whom 
he was intending to rnnrry. There he 
was found by two detectives. The lat- 
ter had been to the hotel and asked the 
landlord if any strangers had stopped 
there over night. 
The landlord was 


half asleep when Ferrel arrived and so 
let him up to his room without making 
him register. He described Ferrel to 
the detectives and then they searched 
the room and found the revolver.

rel had also loft behind, unawares, a 
way bill which 
was incriminating. 


From the hotel, it was not hard to 
track Ferrel to his sweetheart's home.

THE CHINESE ISSUE. 


Another Note To China. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—Indications of 


a desire on tho part of China for secur- 
ing a peaceful settlement "of the pres- 
ent difficulty have been multiplying for 
several days. Official evidence to this 
effect was received today in the form of 
au edict from the emperor, appointing 
Earl Li Hung Chang an envoy pleni- 
potentiary to negotiate with the powers 
for "an immediate cessation" of hostili- 
ties, pending a solution of tho problems 
which have come out of the anti-foreign 
uprising. 
While ifc is conceded by tho 


officials here that this conference of 
authority on Earl Li to open negotia- 
tions with the powers is a step in the 
right direction, they are not assured 
that the United States government will 
consent offhand to open negotiations 
now. 
The demands of I he (idministra- 


tion are plain and unequivocal. 
They 


can bo understood, and if the Chinese 
government is acting iu good faith, they 
can be complied with reasonably and 
readily. The only despatch from China 
today, made public, was a belated one 
from Mr. Conger, transmitted by Gen- 
eral Cbaffee. It simply says that the 
American minister moans to "bold on" 
until Cbaffee comes to his relief.

This showed that the situation prac- 
tically was unchanged and that the min- 
ister was maintaining a stout heart hi 
his present ordeal. The dispatch says: 


"The legations are under siege by the 


imperial soldiery. The situation is des- 
perate. The losses of the legations are 
00 killed and about 100 wounded. There 
Is some sickness. Nevertheless the general 
health continues good. 
Whatever may 


be the outcome wo will hold on in- 
definitely." 


A dispatch from Admiral Kemey gav> 


n few military details, but nothing which 
shed light ou the future military opera- 
tions. Acting Secretary Adee had long 
conferences with Secretary Hoot in ref- 
erence to the latest developments, but the 
officials maintained much reserve as to 
the government's procedure. 


Situation nt Slinniflml. 


For the moment attention is strongly 


directed toward the situation at Shang- 
hai, where Vice Admiral Seymour has 
dcterminod to land British troops. The 
influential southern viceroys of China, 
including Li Huug Chang, have united in 
a communication to Washington, asking 
that the United States use its good offices 
with the powers toward seeing that for- 
eign forces are not landed at Shanghai. 
The message was presented to the state 
department today by Minister Wu, who 
received it from China last night. It de- 
velops the fuel for the first time that an 
agreement wan wade about one mouth 
ago under which the protection of the 
city of Shanghai is placed in the care of 
the foreign authorities. It is pointed out 
that this protection can be exercised be«t 
by united action of nil the governments, 
without the binding of troops by any one 
or more of them, nnd as an evidence that 
this protection is ample at present, it is 
Htated that 20 foreign warships are in the 
offing.

"I was glad to lenru," said General

the islands of tin; Pacific. Thty will find 
there bright, anxious pupils.

much in the people of the Pacific islands 
to bo commended. 


"My observations among these people 


and thos-e of China forcibly impressed 
upon me the importance of all institu- 
tions of learning devoting n full measure 
of effort to instillinj; a spirit of chivalry 
and patriotic devotion. It was to keep 
that spirit fresh and strong that Alabama 
enacted the law that the national tlaj:

"It matters little how great its wealth,

RACE ABOUT EXTINCT. 


V«ir Survivors of tho South African Bnik- 


meu X<eft. 


One of the most interesting races in the 


world, from an ethnologist's point of view, 
is on the point of extinction. 
For many 


years past tho bushmcn of South Africa 
have been dwindling in numbers till tho 
survivors may almost be counted on one's 
fingers. Tho bushman is first cousin to the 
diminutive race of pygmies found by tho 
great explorer Du Chaillu in the coastlands 
of western Africa, near tbo equator', and 
ilosely resembles the dwarfs found by 
Stanley in the great Aruwhlml forest. -In 
all probability they are tho remnants of 
the aboriginal race of Africa which has 
been driven into the corners of. the African 
earth by successive invasions of Hottentot, 
Bantu and negro tribes. Their existence 
in Africa is mentioned as far back as 1580 
by Andrew Battell, one of the earliest of 
Africa's English explorers. He describes 
them as "no bigger than boys of 12 years 
old, but very thick, and they live only upon 
flesh, which they kill in the woods with 
their bows and their darts." 


Tho bushman is one of the lowest types 


of humanity, not many degrees removed 
from the animal. Ho is of small stature, 
but not dwarfed, and, with high check 
bones, his deep set eyes have an exceedingly 
cunning look. Bushmen arc troglodytes, 
and, remaining in their caves by day, sully 
forth at night from their mountain fast- 
nesses and harass the nearest farmers by 
slaying their stock with arrows composed 
of reeds tipped with bono or iron saturated 
in tho fatal juice of the- euphorbia tree 
mixed with the poison of snakes and spi- 
ders. 
So troublesome did they become in 


Natal during the early history of tho col- 
ony that a special fort was built—now 
known as Fort Nottingham—whence ex- 
peditions were organized against these 
diminutive marauders. 
Still later a war 


of extermination was waged against them 
by a band of farmers under the Drukcns- 
berg, who raided their haunts in the wild 
mountains and succeeded in freeing thcm- 
eeh es from this troublesome pest. Every 
bushman fought for himself, and they rec- 
ognized no chief, much less any primitive 
system of government such as prevails 
among tho Bantu nice. 


It is a singular thing that, though so low 


in the social scale, tho bushman possesses 
the power of illustration totally unknown 
to his more civilized successors, and very 
credit able representations of elands,dingos, 
simkos, and even scenes of hunting and 
battle are to be found in the caves of 
Diakensberfr, above the sources of the 
Bushman river. 
Several of tho drawings 


1m o been removed to the library at Pioter- 
marit/.burg, where they form u valuable 
<;oll( ction for tho colonial antiquary. The 
bushnum's language is mainly composed 
of clicks, of •which there are nix distinct 
kinds, but it is impossible on hearing ono 
<jf this pygmy race talk to do otherwise 
than set him down as an animal. There is 
u local tradition in Natal that "tho last of 
the bushmcn" was a farm laborer at one 
of the homesteads under the Drnkcnsborg, 
mid, falling hick of a, fever, his end was de- 
voutly looked for by a local scientist, who, 
on the djsired consummation, obtained 
his bones and forwarded them to England, 
\\hciv they tiro now exposed to public ga/o 
in the South Kensington museum.—Chi- 
cago Chronicle.

The Century which ho calls "In the Des- 
ert With tho Bedouin." 
Mr Kelly has

the article. A bit of his description is as 
follows: Night in tho desert is very solemn. 
Surrounded by these sandy wastes melting 
in tho gloom, tho silence of nature is al- 
most painful, and tho occasional howl of a 
jackal or neigh of a horse, only serves to 
accentuate the succeeding stillness, while 
the wonderfully rnro atmosphcro makes 
tho stars appear of such umibual siye and 
nearness that one feels oppressed with n 
Fense of lonely littleness. I am often asked 
how I occupy my time in the desert. My 
reply is, "Painting." Kierything is paint- 
jible, and the desert is always beautiful. 
Infinitely varied in texture and local color, 
prolific of wild flowers and insect life, its 
interest is unending, while its trackless 
expanse undulating to tho horizon seems 
lite an ocean suddenly petrified into abso- 
lute rest, nnd impresses the mind with a 
sen«-of vustuess and repose which noth- 
ing, in my opinion, can equal. 


Again, as tho effects of varying weather 


pass over the silent land, how perplexing 
are tho quick transitions from gray to 
gold as passing sunbeams piny hide and 
seek among its billow?, or when tho white 
hent of day gives place to the violets and 
yellows of sunset!

Dr. Lnbourund, suggests a, remedy. By 
the nso of this remedy, he says, baldness 
can be prevented, and in the next genera- 
tion it may be unknown. 


It has been known for some time among 


medical men thut baldness is a disease. It 
lifts even been supposed to be due to a 
specific microbe. In fact, such tin extraor- 
dinary amount of evidence in favor of the 
theory has been accumulated that the idea 
is now generally accepted. Dr. Labour- 
and's investigation on the subject has been 
exhaustive and of such a conclusive nature 
as to add heavy re-rnforecinents to the al- 
ready existing microbic theory. He believes 
that the disease Is contagious and that tho 
cause of contagion and the spreading of 
microbes is due lo the barber's Instru- 
ments. He presents strong evidence in 
support of this theory. 


According to Labourand, tho typical 


diseased hair is found at tho edge of a con- 
stantly enlarging bald spot. It is the 
stump of what was once a long hair. It is 
shaped liko an interrogation point. 
It 


grows loss in diameter toward the root and 
has lost its color, being either gray or 
white. 
The normal pith canal is wanting 


at the root, which is itself no longer bulb- 
ous and hollowed for the papilla, but dis- 
torted in shape and hardened. Within the 
root pucka little hull) may be Boon develop- 
ing if examined under the magnifying 
glass. It is this which Is said to be the 
cause of tho disease. 


In the good hair this hull) or titricnlo is 


full and closed and contains in its center 
compact clusters of microbes, u culture of 
the smallest bacillus known. As the mi- 
crobe matures it may Income one one-hnn 
dredth of an inch in width. It is bent or 
slightly curved in shupe, liko u comma, 
blunt at the ends and slight ly swollen in 
tho center. Knch hull) contains millions of 
these bacilli, and to them is attributed th<; 
cause of baldness. 


Investigation shows that by tho time 


tho hair is dead and the root and sebaceous 
gland useless the microbe which produced 
this effect; is gone. Thus remedies applied 
to the bald spot in the hope of making hair 
grow ng.iin nre vnin, for that glistening, 
white desert is totally barren of producthe 
roots, nnd the oil sicks lire dried forever. 


However, tho progress of baldness can 


bo impeded. This is accomplished by dis- 
infection of tho skin at tho edge and in the 
neighborhood of the patch by means of an 
effectual microbe destroying tonic. 


If the microbe of baldness is an actual 


fact, us seems fairly probable, and if the 
prevalence of the condition is due to con- 
tusion, as is the reasonable and logical 
deduction, baldness can bo prevented and 
the first stages of the disease arrested by 
intelligent treatment. So, in time, bald- 
ness may disappear from humanity.—Ex- 
change.

The Strange Language* In Which Services 


Are Held In New York. 


No loophole of an excuse for not attend- 


ing religious services on tho plea of nafa- 
millarity with the language In which they 
aro held Is now left open for the foreigner 
In New York. Let him come from what- 
ever country ho will, he can bo taken, al- 
most without exception, to some church 
or mission in this city where tho tongue of 
the preacher will not bo strange to his 
ears. Somo of these foreign congregations 
are well known and have been many years 
established, while others arc obscure littlo 
bodies, almost never heard of in a general 
way, 
and many of them are of recent 


formation. German, French and Swedish 
churches hivsc long existed in New York, 
and many of them have made their influ- 
ence powerfully felt in the charitable work 
of the city. Tho great number of Hebrew 
synagogues forms a class by themselves, 
but in addition to these there are several 
Christian mission churches in tho different 
Jewish quarters 
where- tho services arc 


conducted in Hebrew. 


The majority of Italians, being Roman 


Catholics, attend tho various churches ol 
that faith which happen to be in thcli 
neighborhood. 
There are, however, a few 


Protestant Italian communities, ono oi 
tho most flourishing being tho church in 
Broomc street under the control of the 
New York City mission. Tho services, en- 
tirely in Italian, aro under the charge oi 
the pastor, Antonio Arrighi. The Jud.con 
Memorial Baptist church and St. Barna- 
bas' chapel, Episcopalian, have regular 
Italian services, and the Methodist denom- 
ination maintains two congregations, om' 
in Bloeckcr street and tho other in East 
One Hundred and Twelfth street, the 
heart of "Little Italy." 


The Armenian language from the pulpit 


may bo heard in Second street, near the 
Bowery, where tho Olhct Memorial church 
has a mission, and at St. Bartholomew's 
Parish house, in Kast Forty-second street. 
Services in a modern Syrinc dialect are al- 
so held in the latter place for a littlo colo- 
ny of Syrians from Mount Lebanon. An- 
other Armenian mission is under the 
charge of tho Adams Memorial (Presbyte- 
rian) church and is at Thirtieth street «r«l 
Third avenue. This neighborhood, by the 
way, 
has become the rallying point for 


most of the Armenians in the city, and 
large numbers of them livo thereabout 
within a few blocks' radius. While the 
Spanish are as a nation Roman Catholics, 
thoro arc at least two Spanish Protestant 
churches in this city. Tlio Congregational 
and Presbyterian denominations have each 
n sturdy Welsh congregation, when! the 
peculiarities of the Gaelic tongue sound 
strangely to American ears. Religious in 
Ktmction in Arabic to a little band ol 
Christians who speak that as their native 
tongue goes on e'vcry Sunday down in 
Washington street. Tho Russian Orthodox 
church in Second avenue is at tended bj 
tho few Russians and 0rooks in New York 
Regular preaching services in Chinese arc 
carried on at St. Bartholomew's Parish 
house, and probably elsewhere, in count c 
tion with tho many Chinese 
Sundiiy 


schools. And oven after this list, which 
seems n considerable one, has been gUcn, 
there doubtless remain other places in the 
city where Christian religious worship i>- 
held In languages jot more unfamiliar.— 
New York Tribune.

Different Word*. 


The spelling of words in ioand el <sauseg 


a great deal of trouble in tho world, and I 
have thought it would be useful U a form- 
ula could be got up which should cover all 
such words in an easily remembered jin- 
gle. Such a rule would perform the same 
sort of service as tho over useful "Thirty 
days bath September.1' 


Tho object of the jingle is to state every 


case in whiojj tho "e" comes before the 
"L" In all other cases tho "i" comes first. 
It thus becomes a very easy. matter when 
In doubt to run through'tfie versos and de- 
cide at once what the spelling in any case 
is. The rule may at first seoin raised and 
not plain. But it is easily understood, and 
a person who commits it, to memory never 
need have any further trouble on tho score 
of ol or le. It Is simply to be noted that 
there are five cases in which "e" cornea 
before"!:"

First. — When the sound is long "a." 
Second. — When thn sound is long "i." 
Third— After tho letter "c." 
Fourth.— When, with four exceptions, 


tbo sound is short.

Fifth. — In a list of 12 words not Includ- 


ed in tho above four cases." 


In all other cases "i"~ comes before "o." 
When sound is liko long a or i. 


Or uftor letter c; 


Save mischiof , kerchief, friend and sieve,

Reasonable pains havo been taken to

HAVE HAD THEIR RUN AND PASSED 


OUT OF ENGLISH LITERATURE. 


The Age at "Enifllsh Bards and Scotch 


Reviewers" When Byron Wrote His Bit- 
ter Satires—The Way They Manage Such 
Matters In Franco. 


It is said that "lantho" and "The Maid 


•of Athens" nro tho only two surviving 
persons whom Byron had described or re- 
ferred to in his poems. Whether this bo ac- 
curately true or not, the generations against 
which that brilliant literary Ishmuel 
waged such a constant and such a futile 
war has almost entirely passed away, and 
with it hue i«issed the fashion of lampoon- 
ing one's rivals—and even of extolling 
one's friends—in verse. Time was when a 
splco of personality was an indispensable 
attraction in a Ixwk meant to catch tho 
public car, and if a young or inexperienced 
author neglected this important point tho 
publisher would be sure to urge tho neces- 
sity of catering for the general taste and- 
would perhaps himself suggest a worthy 
subject for an epigram. We are not refer- 
ring to tho Curlls of a century and a half 
ago, but to the very honorable and gener- 
ous publishers with whom our grandfa- 
thers had to do. The literary controversies 
which were so rifc in the age of "English 
Bards and Scotch Reviewers," but which 
are nowadays comparatively rare, were 
gloated over by an eager public, and it is 
not to bo wondered at if the publishers, who 
hud their lingers continuously upon their 
customers' pulse, preferred such books as 
were calculated to stimulate the fever of 
curiosity. Those personal references were, 
of course, wry various in their character. 
Xo lady could complain of being immor- 
talized us lanthc, but we can imagine that 
a considerable number of Byron's victims 
would have givon a round sum to bo ex- 
cluded from his bitter satires. It must 
have been a "bad quarter of an hour" for 
the Scotch reviewers when they read the 
retaliation which one of their company has 
brought upon them, almost as uncomfort- 
able as tho five minutes in which tho poor, 
ill treated governess read the description 
of herself, commencing with tho words, 
"Born in a gawot, in a kitchen bred." 


Few of Byron's friends or acquaintances 


escaped without a single splutter from his 
pen of gall, and some, as is well known, 
felt the, injury very keenly. But at the 
mine, time he knew how to speak favorably 
both of the living and tho dead. It is a 
strango instance of the vast power wielded 
for good or evil by tho maker of simple 
vernoH (hat one lady is at tho present mo- 
ment enjoying a comfortable* annuity to 
which sho had no other claim whatever 
than that of h.iving been extolled by Byron 
In a few complimentary stanzas. 
To do 


Byron justice, he rarely "showed up" his 
contemporaries xinlehs they had previously 
turned their penri against him, whereas 
there -were poets in those times who hated 
in verso for no better reason than that 
holr victims took a different viow of jwli- 
ics from their own.

"A RELIC OF ROYALTY. 


Columbus, O., Aug. 11.—A daring mur- 


der and robbery has been committed on 
the Pennsylvania passenger train No. 8. 
Charles Laae, Adams Express messenger, 
formerly of St. Louis, but recently a resi- 
dent of Columbus, was shot and killed 
shortly before the train reached tbe 
Union station in this city, and the "local" 
safe was robbed of all the money and 
valuables which it contained. The rob- 
bers escaped, and as they were not seen 
by any living person, so far as now 
known, the affair is shrouded in mystery. 
How much booty the robbers secured is 
purely a matter of speculation.' The safe 
robbed contained only the packages of 
Inoney and valuables collected after the 
train left St. Louis, and the officials of 
the express company insist that the suui 
Was not large. All the money forward- 
ed from St. Louis and points west was 
in a sealed safe, which was not disturbed 
by the robbers, probably for the reason 
that they did not have time. 


The crime was not discovered until 


the train pulled into the Union, station 
here. 
When Extra Messenger Sheldon 


of the Adams transfer office, at the sta- 
tion, went to the car, he was surprised to 
find the side door, which is usually opened 
by the messenger as the train 'pulls into 
the station, closed. Pushing tbe door buck, 
Eheidon was startled by the sight of 
Lane's body lying face downward in a 
pool of blood between the stove and the 
Bide of the car iu the forward end. The 
body was found to have been riddled with 
bullets and there were evidences that a 
desperate struggle had taken place. No 
less thau eight bullet wounds were fouuil, 
three in the right side of the back, one in 
the left side and four in the right leg. It 
eeeined that two of the bullets might have 
been fired into the man's beck as he lay 
on the floor. The bullets extracted \veie 
fit .38 caliber. The robbers had taken tin- 
key to the local safe from the mos>eng(.'r's. 
pocket, opened the sate and looted il of 
everything of probable- value. The key 
Was left KtifkiiiK in the safe door. The 
messenger's revolver, with two ch:unliei> 
emptied, was found in the safe, where it 
Siiul probably been laid by the robbers- 
after being wrenched from his hand.

The police wero first inclined to the be 
lief that the robbers got on the train as 
Marble Cliff, but the express oflicials dt 
Mot entertain that theory. They think ii 
Jnore likely that the robbers pjt off there 
as the train slowed up coming into tin 
eity. 


All the city detectives were immediate 


ly sent out along the line of the rnihoad 
end they are scouring all the neighboring 
country. How many of the robbers thert 
•»-ere is not known, but it is cousidcrcc 
certain there w»re at least two, becans< 
cf the number of bullets fired hit) tin 
body of the express messenger. 


Soon after the fact of the robbery be 


came known two tramps were found in : 
box car near Marble CHIT and sent in oi. 
suspicion, but it is not really believ-c 
they had anything to do with the crinv 
Ijane, the murdered messenger, was 2- 
yenrs old and leaves a wife and child. 


Express officials still profess to be un 


able to make an estimate of the loss, say 
inc; that until the way bill from all sta 
tions between this city and St.

murder occurred. As a result of bis nar 
rative, the police are looking for .foui 
persons of whom they have slight de 
scriptions. One was an old man and an 
other a young fellow. Both were dress 
cd iu dark clothes. 


Fletcher gave a meager description o 


these persons.

It Is Vouud In One of the Principal 


Churches of New York. 


Though few are awaro of the faot, mem- 


bers of tho congregation of old St. Paul's 
church ga/x) every Sunday at tho arms of 
tho future king of England. On tho canopy 
of tho old fashioned pulpit, which is one 
of tho pepper box style of a, century ago, 
arc the thivo ostrich feathers und tho 
crowu that for many generations have con- 
stituted tho anus Of tho Prince of Wales, 
tho heir to Britain's throne. Tho feathers 
sfcind out gracefully in tho center of the 
oak canopy. 
They arc all carved wood, 


handsomely gilded, and form an attractive 
ornamentation to tho pulpit. With thcso 
royal arms over his head, the minister who 
officiates in St. Paul's church on- Sunday 
reads the services of the American church. 


It is argued that these royal arms have 


survived the storms of the ^Revolutionary 
days. An incensed mob traveled through 
New York city when independence had 
been declared, destroying o\ ery sign that 
represented tho monarchy from whose 
chains they bftd cut themselves free. Noth- 
ing was regarded as sacred by this mob. 


Tho royal anus were everywhere ut that 


time—on tho windows of stores whoso 
proprietors bad been proud of this means 
of reminding tho public that at one timo 
they liad supplied his majesty's ships with 
salt pork or hard tuck, on the lampposts 
at the street corners and swinging from 
the front porches of tho old inns. Windows 
on which the royal symbols appeared wero 
ruthlessly smashed by the mob, the lamp- 
posts WCTC hurled to tho ground and tho 
inns deprived of their signs in short order. 
It was a timo when to be a client, of royalty 
brought ajnun into dangerous prominence;, 
and many wise storekeepers escaped mob 
violence xiind saved the destroying party 
the trouble of smashing their signs by do- 
ing the work themselves. 


The royal firms of England were hard to 


find in New York city when the mob had 
completed itetour. Home few signs escaped 
the ruin, but not for long. They \\ero 
smashed us soon as attention was called to 
their j rescnce. 


Tho relic in St. Paul's church was pussiJ 


unnoticed and has survhed to this day. 
It if certain that the mob souu what ov< r- 
looked its existence, for no respect for tho 
encrcdness of a church edifice would hnvo 
deterred it from laying the pulpit in ruins 
had the presence of thofcathert. and crown 
of Wjsles been pointed out.—New York 
Times.

Indiana Say Tliat These JMonntrrs Arc Still 


KoamiiiK About There. 


The Alaska News prints u story which 


ought to bis of interest to scientists, and 
which, if it is true, will go one step further 
:o prove to us that wonders never cease. 


According to this yarn, tho journal in 


question has learned of the existence of liv- 
ng mastodons near the headwaters of 
White river, tho Stick Indians positively ' 
inserting that not later than five years ago 
such animalK had been seen by thorn. 


One of the Indians said that while hunt- 


ing one tiny in that unknown t-ection he 
came- across an immense track, sunk to a 
depth of several inches in the moss, and 
from the description as the Indian marked 
it out to him in the sand it much resem- 
bled an elephant's track and v/::s larger 
wound than a barrel. 


Upon striking it the Indian followed up 


this curious trail, which to all appearances 
<vas very fresh, and, 1 racking from one 
Immense stride to tho other for a distance 
af some miles, he came in full view of hi? 
game. 


The hunter gave ono look, then turned 


nnd fled us though pursued by the evil ono. 
These Indians, as a class, are the hnnest 
of hunters, and, with no other weapon 
than tho spear, will attack and slay the 
St. Elias grizzly. But the immense pro- 
portions of this new kind of game both 
startled and filled tho hunter with great 
fear, and bo imagined his only safety led 
in swift and immediate flight. 


He described it as being bigger than a 


post trader's store, with great shining yel- 
lowish tusks find a month large enough to 
swallow him in a single lump. 


If such an animal is now in existence, it 


inhabits a section of very high altitude 
and ono but rarely visited by human be- 
ings, and these only Indians. What, lends 
a certain credibility to the Indian's talc is 
that at no very distant period the Yukon 
country was inhabited by these animals, 
nnd hundreds of their massive skeletons 
were found strewn along the creeks.

A curious relic of tho old days of the 


paper duties which so ranch hampered 
journalistic enterprise in t.he first, half of 
tho present century is the first number of 
Berthold's Political Handkerchief, be- 
ing a news sheet printed on cotton fabric 
instead of paper. It is dated London, Sat- 
urday, Sept. 8,1831; price, fourpence. And 
tho letterpress, which is fairly legible, is 
as remarkable as the material on which, it 
ia printed. 


Tho tone of this news rag is intensely 


radical, but it reproduces the order of cere- 
monial to bo observed at tho coronation of 
King William IV and Queen Adelaide on 
tho following Thursday, and it is an- 
nounced that a proclamation to the people 
of Europe will appear in our "next cot- 
ton." 
It is embellished with a medallion 


woodcut of Napoleon crossing the Alps, 
but the ink in this pictorial effort was too 
much for the cotton, and tho Alps arc in 
a fog and tho emperor on horseback very 
indistinct. 


Tremendous Ovation to the Patriot as IIo 


Rode Up Broadway, New York. 


"Tho military parade and public demon- 


stration given in honor of Kossuth, the 
Hungarian exile, upon the occasion of his 
visit to New York in 1851 was the finest 
ever seen In that city," writes Parke God- 
win, who witnessed trio memorable demon- 
stration and very graphically recalls it in 
The Ladies' Homo Journal. Broadway was 
a bewildering sight, densely packed with 
enthusiastic, cheering crowds. Tho houses 
wore literally buried by Hags, bunting, 
greens and other decorations. About tho 
city luill tho colors of Hungary floated in 
profusion, always flanked by tho Ameri- 
can flag. 
At tho magnificent and inspiring spec- 


tacle Kossuth was evidently amazed. "It 
v.'nsmuro than ho expected, and as be calm- 
ly viewed tho scone at Broadway and Ann 
street ho was startled by the thunderous 
ohont/ of welcome from admirers that had 
gathered at the Astor Houso. He looked 
up and saw every man in the windows and 
on lho porch cheering and waving his hat 
in a frenzy of enthusiasm and the women 
saluting him with equal fervor. Kossuth 
gracefully bowed, not once, but twice, 
thrice, u do/on times. During this recog- 
nition the scone grew in enthusiasm until 
tho effect was almost bewildering. It seem- 
ed as if tho populace had gone mad. Again 
and again did Kossuth risu and bow, until 
finally bo stood up in his Carriage, hat iu 
hand, radiantly smiling. 


"But tho KC.OIIO did not end here. The pro- 


cession was temporarily halted by the- im- 
mense crowd. Tho passage of tho carriages 
was almost impossible. A^ain loud huz- 
zas for Kossuth were thundered forth by 
80,000 persons of all classes and ages, and 
onco more did Kohsuth rise and htand in 
his carriage 
The Hungarian aids, who 


followed immediately after Kosmith's car- 
riage, cuiuo in for their sharo of applause. 
They, too, wero cheered heartily. They re- 
turned tho compliment by waving their 
Hungarian banner. Again 30,000 \oicos 
wero raised in honor of the great hussar, 
and again tho hussar flag was lowered. It 
is impossible to adequately describe the 
scene that followed. Thusu who witnessed 
it remember it and will recall it us tho 
moHt remarkable event of its kind in tho 
history of our country."

Stewart, gives the following description: 
"When the signal from the London, No. 
3'.), wns mad*1, the signal lieutenant report- 
ed it to him. IIo continued his walk, and 
did not appear to take notlee of it. i Tho 
lieutenant, meeting his lordship at tho 
next turn, risked whether he should repeat 
it—by which, if done, tho squadron en- 
gaged would retire to the northward. Lord 
Nelson answered: 'No. Acknowledge it.' 
On tho officer returning to the poop, his 
lordship called after him, 'Is No. 16 (for 
close notion) still hoisted?' The lieutenant, 
answering iu the affirmative, Lord Nel?on' 
said, 'Mind you keep it so.' Ho' KOW 
walked the deck considerably agitated, 
which was always known by bis moving 
the stump of his right arm. 


"After a turn or two ho said to me'in a' 


quick manner, 'Do you know what's 
shown on board the commander in chief, 
\o. 39?' On asking what that meant, ho 
answered: 'Why, to leave off action. Leave 
off action,' he repeated, and then added 
with a shrug, 'Now, d—n mo if I do!' 
He also observed, I believe, to Captain 
Foley: 'You know, Foley, I have only one 
eye. I have a right, to be blind sometimes,' 
and then, with an archness peculiar to his 
character, putting tbe glass to bis blind 
eye, ho exclaimed, 'I really do not see the 
signal.'''

At the request of the Japanese gov- 


ernment, the navy department bag di • 
reeled Capt. G. F. Wilde of the bat- 
tleship Oregon to remove his vessel 
from the Japanese dock at Kure as soon 
as her injuries have been repaired suf- 
ficiently to enable her to resume active 
service temporarily. 


When the Oregon reached 
Kure, 


Capt. Wilde recommended to the navy 
department that she be repaired tern 
porarily and proceed ;to Taku. Secre- 
tary Long approved this. Later Ad 
rairnl Remey telegraphed a recommen- 
dation that the Oregon's injuries bo 
completely and permanently repaired at 
Kure and as be was the senior officer in 
Asiatic waters his recommendation was 
followed. 
The Japanese government 


bas now inofrmed this government that 
it cannot spare the dock long enough 
to 
permit 
permanent 
repairs to 


the Oregon, and the orders to take the 
vessel oub of the dock when temporally 
patched ui) were issued by the depart- 
ment.
